Gaididates Demand 11th Hour 
Recount in Razor-Close Primary

Candidates Dolores Mason and Dan Weaver both 
failed to receive the necessary simple majority for elect- 
ion to the office of ASB president in Wednesday’s pri- 
mary election. 

The runoff election is being held today until 2 p.m. 
Polls are located in the same area as on Wednesday, in 
front of the snack bar. Candidates Mason and Weaver 
will be the only students on the 


ballot, and write-in votes will not 
be valid. 

Out of a total of 261 votes 
cast, Miss Mason received 129 
and Weaver received 127. The 
addition of five write-in votes 
brought the required simple ma- 
jority (one more than half of 
all votes cast) to 181.5. 

Six Counts 

After six vote counts, it was 
decided yesterday that a runoff 
election for the office would be 
held today. ASB vice-president 
Fred Kinner, in charge of elect- 
ions, made the decision after 
final results were determined. 

Each of the two candidates 
was dissatisfied with the results 
of the election committee count, 
which were determined after 
four tallies. Both demanded that 
final recounts be made in their 
presence, bringing the _ total 
number of vote counts to six. 
The results of the last two counts 
were compatible, and were ac- 
cepted by both candidates. 

Weaver stated that Wednes- 
day’s election “wasn’t a true in- 
dication of student opinion. Many 
were still undecided. The real 
election will be on Friday, when 
students get down to business.” 

Miss Mason said, “I think the 
great discrepancy in vote counts 
indicates a need for an immed- 
iate re-evaluation of election pro- 
cedures and ballot counting. It 


seems most unusual to come up 
with so many different. totals.” 

Should she win the final elec- 
tion, Miss Mason will be the first 
woman in SAC history to hold 
the position of student body 
president. She has already set a 
precedent by being the only coed 
to be a candidate for the office in 
47 years. 

In other contested positions, 
Petrina Noor won out over Char- 
lyne Forster for AWS president; 
Carole Hanson defeated Dorothy 
Dobson to become publicity com- 
missioner; and Bob Grant was 
victor over Bill Neessen for the 
post of athletics commissioner: 

Uncontested candidates win- 
ning other ASB offices were 
Carole Bouchard, vice-president; 
Mike Conklin, treasurer; and 
Connie Wright, secretary. 

Commissioner posts were filled 
by uncontested candidates Victor 
Reed, assemblies; Melinda Mit- 
chell, social activities; and Lilian 
Griffiths, rallies. 

AMS uncontested offices were 
Dan _ Wooldridge, president; 
Robert Harrison, vice-president; 
Harold Campbell, secretary; and

Johnson Cites Growth, 
Urges Expansion Plan 


In the face of a junior 
ollege growth of 300 per 
ent in Orange County in 
he past 10 years and a con- 
inuing influx of college- 
hge students, community 
eadership is needed to de- 
ide the long-range plans 
or expansion, SAC presi- 
Hent John E. Johnson told 
he Orange County Associa- 
ed Chambers of Commerce 
esterday. 


Dr. Johnson warned against 
ndue delay in charting future 
rrowth since barely one-half the 
ounty is included within the 
hree junior college districts. 


He outlined the academic ex- 
ellence of instruction at Santa 
Ana College, Fullerton Junior 
ollege and Orange Coast Col- 


lege, despite the problems caused 
by rapid growth. 

“Full accreditation means 
that college credit work is fully 
transferable to any other col- 
lege, and the scholastic record of 
transfers show that those going 
on to the university often do as 
well, and sometimes better, than 
those who entered the university 
as freshmen,” Dr. Johnson said. 

“More than two out of three 
of all of the upper division stu- 
dents at various campuses of the 
university had their first years in 
a junior college.” 

He cited the lower costs of edu- 
cation in junior college, the in- 
ability of Orange State College 
and the proposed University of 
California at Irvine to enroll 
more than a fraction of the tidal 
wave of students, and an inde- 
pendent study recommending 
that three expanded districts be 
formed. 


The central district would in- 
clude Santa Ana, Orange and 


Tustin but only the northern 
area surrounding Fullerton has 
taken definite steps toward com- 
bining.
